CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, Wednesday even- 
ing, Aug. 15, via London.—The Germans are now fighting with great 


tenacity to retain their precarious hold on the central portion of 
Lens. Throughout the day they have been bringing up fresh troops 


with which to carry on counter attacks. 


The original force with which our assault was met was pretty 
well accounted for by our troops. It consisted of two battalions of 
the 165th regiment, two of the 26th, two of the 156th, and one of 
the 298rd. German regiments consist of three battalions each, and 
after the battalions of the thrée first mentioned regiments holding 
the trenches had been put out of action the reserve battalions were 
moved up hurriedly. At 9 o’clock, while headed toward Hill 70, 


these battalions were’ caught under our artillery fire and dispersed.

A second successful assault, which 
fad been arranged to take place af- 
ter the capture of Hill 70 and 8t, Lau- 
rent, was launched at 8:30 a.m., on 
that part of the front to the west of 
Lens, “ 

Save in the hard struggle to the 
east of Hill 70 our losses have been 
relatively small, when the far-reaching 
effect of the victory gained is taken 
into account. A very large proportion 
of those hit have shrapnel wounds 
that are not serious. 

Irresistible Dash 

The entire attack was pushed home 
with irresistible dash, over ground 
that had been plowed with heavy 
shells by the Canadian gunners, work- 
ing to the limit of their endurance 
for over three weeks, 

The advance took place on a front 
of 4,300 yards, from the chalk pits 
midway between Hulluch and Loos, 
southerly to Lens. 

Loos’ lay within our lines about half 
a mile west of the jumping-off trench. 

The chief objectives of the assault- 
ing waves were Hill 70, northeast of 
Loos, and regarded as the key to 
Lens from the artillerit's point of view, 
and Cite St. Laurent, the suburb of

Amazingly Strong. 

On Hill 70, before the devastating 
fire from our batteries was turned up- 
on !t, the enemy's positions were 
amazingly strong. Opposite Loos there 
were four wide belts of wire. Most 
of it had been placed in position im- 
mediately before or after the battle 
of Loos, the first great British attempt 
to break through the German en- 
trenched position, In that sanguinary 
struggle, lessons learned at Neuve 
Chapelle were applied, but the suc- 
cess was "ot so great as was hoped 
for. Loos itself was taken. So was 
a huge artificial hill composed of re- 
fuse from adjacent mines, These re- 
sults were not obtained without fierce 
fighting. The historic British . regi- 
ments whose task it was to assall Hill 
70 reached the goal, but failed to 
hold the hill because of the terrific 
gun fire of the enemy. The hill re- 
mained within the German lines, and

LONDON, Aug. 15.—With = only 
elight casualties Canadian troops 
fighting south and east of Loos have 
captured German positions on a front 
of two miles, including Hill 70, a for- 
midable defense work, according to a 
British communication issued tonight, 
Five German counter attacks were re- 
pulsed, 

The communication follows: 

“This morning Canadian troops 
stormed German positions south and 
east of Loos on a front of two miles. 
The formidable defenses on Hill 70, 
which resisted our attacks in the bat- 
tle of Loos in September 1915, and 
had since been improved and strength- 
ened by every method and device 
known to our enemies, were carried by 
assault, 

“After storming the enemy's first 


of Cite St. August, penetrating the 
German positions to a depth of about 
a mile, Besides the elaborate series 
of trench lines and strong points form- 
ing the defenses of Hill 70, the vil- 
lages of Cite St. Elizabeth, Cite St, 
Emilie and Cite St, Laurent, as well 
as the base wood and the western half 
of the Hugo Wood, are now in our 
possession. All our objectives were 
captured, Our casualties were slight. 

“During the day five hostile coun- 
ter-attacks were repulsed by our in- 
fantry or broken up by our artillery.

ASK EMBARGO 
' ONFLOUR, TOO 


Urge Control Of Price Of Wheat 
Products As Well. .As~. i. 
Wheat. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) | 


REGINA, Sask., Aug. 16.—The exe- 
cutive of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ association !s memorializing 
the Dominion government requesting 


that while an embargo exists against 
the exportation of wheat to the Uni- 
ted States, a almilar embargo be also 
placed on flour and all wheat pro- 
ducts, and that in all fairness, steps 
should immediately be taken to con- 
trol the price of all wheat products 
along lines similar to those already 
adopted or which may be adopted reg- 
ulating the price of wheat. The Do- 
minion government has placed the 
maximum price of wheat for the sea- 
son of 1917 at $2.40 per bushel and 
has placed an embargo on its export, 
while up to the present no similar 
action has been taken with respect to 
wheat products. The grain growers 
contend that in the interests of na- 
tional economy some such steps as 
those proposed in the following resolu- 
tion are necessary: 

“Whereas the federal authorities 
have seén fit to set a maximum price 
for wheat in Canada and to force the | 
sale of Canadian wheat Inside that 
price by placing an embargo on the 
export of the same, except by special 
permission of the authorities and 

“Whereas the Canadian millers are 
thus enabled to purchase Canadian 
wheat at the regulated prices and to 
export the products thereof out of 
Canada and to sell the same in the 
United States markets in competition 
with flour made from United States 
wheat purchased at higher prices; 

“Therefore be it resolved: That in 
order to conserve Canadian. wheat; 
products as well as wheat for sale 
direct to Britain and her European 
allies, the same regulations as to ex- 
port and equal contro! as to price, be 
applied to wheat products as are ap- 
plied to wheat,”

OTTAWA, Aug. 15.—‘There is evi- 
dence of accumulation of butter, eggs, 
cheese and beef," says W. IF’. O'Connor, 
K.C,, cost of living commissioner in 
his monthly report. The quantity of 
butter now in storage exceeds by 40 
per cent, of eggs by 31 per cent, of 
cheese by 29 per cent, and of beef 
by 50 per cent than that reported as 
held on August 1, 1916. 

The cost of living commisisoner goes 
on to say: “The returns for 1917 cover 
a few more firms than those of 1916, 
but this fact merely detracts from the 
proportion of the increase in accumu- 
lation, tI is stated that the accumu- 
lation Is to respond to orders for ex- 
port trade. The quantity of pork held 
is normal as compared with August 1, 
1917, figures. There is a 40 per cent 
decrease in the holdings of bacon as 
compared with Auguet, 191¢." | 

Chilled and Frozen Meats 

In the pref@ve to his statement as 
to the quantities of food held in cold 
storage on August 1, 1917, Mr, O’Con- 
nor says that the term “cold storage,” 
is not used in a technical sense. The 
statement includes chilled as well as 
frozen meats, fish and dairy pruducts.

that an acute shortage of . gas- 
oline confronts the United 
and, naturally, Canada, also, is con- 


tained in a statement issued by the 
committee on petroleum of the ad- 
visory committec, Council of Na- 
tional Defense of the United States. 

It is understood that the Canadian 
authorities have been asked to co- 
operate with the United States gov- 
ernment on the subject, and a report 
from the Canadian government is ex- 
pected soon. 

One result of the situation, un- 
doubtedly, will be some effort on the 
part of the two governments to curb 
the unnecessary use of gasoline. Great 
Britain took such steps some time 
ago, and no cars can bo used in the 
Untted Kingdom except for business 
and army purposes now. 

Among other things, the report of 
the United States committee shows 
that whereas there were only 400,000 
motor cars in that country din 1910, 
there are now 4,000,000 automobiles, 
consuming mere than 40,000,000 bar- 
rele of gasoline a year. 

The report of the chairman, A. C. 
Bedford, of the United States com- 
mittee, in full, is as follows: 

prt of Committes 

“In view of the abnormal condi- 
tions confronting the nation by rea- 
son of the war, ft is peculiarly im- 
portant that the country should un- 
derstand the eerious situation now 
prevailing in the petroleum industry. 

“This country is producing crude 
oll at the rate of about 300,000,000 
barrels, but it is using at the rate of 
236,000,000 barrels a year. The 
amount of crude oll in storage, all 
grades, May 1, 1917, was 165,688,797 
barrels. ‘he country ie absorbing the 
entire current production and draw- 
ing very rapidly upon its reserve sup- 
piles. 

“The rapld development of the au- 
tomobdile is largely responsible for 
present conditions, Tn 1910 there were 
100,000 automobiles in use in the 
United States; in 1916 the number 
was 2,350,000. Today there are more 
than 4,000,000 cars, demanding over 
40,000,000 barrels of gasoline a year 
Other uses of gasoline and .ofl are 
expanding upon an enormous scale, 

Greater Than Supply 

“The demand for oil products is 
greater than the supply of crude ofl. 
Rocause of the demand, the price of 
crude has risen” thus stimulating 
more and more producers to drill 
new wells. Though this drilling has 
been going on with great aggressive- 
ness——because the cost of drilling is 
much greater than in the past and 
the total successes fewer than ever— 
the returns from such efforts are not 
as satisfactory as they were a year 
ago.

“In other words, though there have 
eben almost three times as many new 
wells drilled in 1917 as in 1915, the 
initial production is considerably less 
than in 1915, The drilling of wells is 
still going on, but thus far there has 
been no increase in production over 
last year or the year before. 

“The meaning of the foregoing is 
this: If our government is to have 
the petroleum it will need to prose- 
cute the war successfully, and supply 
all necessities directly growing out of 
the war, two steps will have to be 
taken, namely: 

“1, The public will have to econo- 
mize in the use of gasoline. Sufficient 
gasoline should be available to pro- 
vide for all the normal uses of auto-~ 
mobiles. But pleasure riding should 
be curtailed. People should look upon 
their automobiles as necessities to be 
used only when needed. Not a gal 
lon of gasoline should be used in the 
present emergency except for some 
useful end. 

Increase Output. 

“2. Every oil producer in the country 
should be encouraged as a patriotic effort 
to secure the utmost possible Ch Bs of 
crude oll, The present expense of dril- 
ling new wells is very great and increas- 
ing, and the results are often discourag- 
ing. Hut there ig ofl to be had if pro- 
ducers in the ofl! business will redoubla 
their efforts to get it out of the ground. 

“3, T have the utmost confidence in the 
spirit with which the government will 
meet this problenr in the matter of price, 
which is now being investigated by the 
federal trade commission. With proper 
economy on the part of the public, and 
with sufficient co-operation and effort on 
the part of the oll producers, there should 
be ample oil to supply the needs of our 
government, of our allies, of industry in 
this country and for domestic use, 

Just Price Asked. 

“The petroleum industry bas gone into 
this situation whole-heartedly and with 
an eye to assisting the government In its 
stupendous problem, and IT am convinced 
that the government on its part will meet 
the situation in a liberal and broad-mind- 
ed spirit, and that a just price will be 
pald, suffictent for the maintenance and 
development of the Industry. In reliance, 
therefore on the good faith of the gov- 
ernment, and while this issue ts in nabey- 


ance, there should be no relaxation on 
out 


the part of the producers to turn 
oll, and every private industry and in- 
dividual should consider it a patriotic 


duty to observe all possible economy in 
the consumption of gasoline. 

“The advisory committee of the council 
of national defense appointed a sub- 
committees on petroleum, and ft ts the pur- 
pose of this committee to assist the gov- 
ernment in every possible way in the sue- 
cessful eoeecntton of the war. That can 
only be accomplished by co-operation, not 
alone of producers of petroleum, but of 
all users of petroleum products.”

11918, A «section of a priest's white 


| robe was produced and the blood clots 


on it were sworn to by the director of 
the provinelal laboratory, Dr. H. C. 
Jamieson, as being formed from hu- 
man blgod. 

Constable Wight was on the stand 
throughout the greater part of the 
morning. He repeated the story of 
the police chase which had resulted 
in the arrest of the accused. He also 
told of the atatement concerning the 
crime which had been secured from 
the alleged murderers, On the re- 
quest of the defending counsel, J. EB. 
Wallbridge, K.C.,* this statement 
which is understood to be one of the 
trump cards of the prosecution, is 
never referred to in court as a “con- 
fession,”’ 

Pieces of wool cloth, canvas and a 
belt buckle, together with sections of 
a pair of grey trousers, were produc- 
ed and identified by the constable as 
being relics he had secured at Bloody 
Fall, two years after the missionaries 
had given up their lives. Photos of 
the Bloody Falls district were also 
filed as evidence after being recog- 
nized by the witness. 

“Speak Straight,” the Oath 

Here is the oath that was admin- 
istered by the court to Koeha, Eskimo 
witness for-the crown, through the 
Eskimo interpreter Tlavinik: “Speak 
straight. Do not speak with two 
tongues.” This simple form of promise 
to speak the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truli, was not 
objected to by the defense, 

Koeha, who presented a most fan- 
tastic appearance with long straight 
hair hanging down to his shoulders, 
and a stiff beard and moustache, iJen- 
tified a rifle which was produced as 
having been that of Father Rouviere. 
This rifle was identified previously by 
another witness 4s the one that had 
been found in possession of the ac- 
cused Sinnisiak when arrested in his

from that time to this no effort had 
been spared to make its dfense im- 
| pregnable. 

What Canadians Faced. 

Hill 70, as seen from our trenches, 
was not really a hill but a long up- 
ward slope from a depression in which 
the village of Loos lies. In the bat- 
tle of Loos the attacking troops on 
this upward slope, which fs as bare 
of shelter as the glacis of a fort, were 
met by tremendous machine gun and 
artillery fire, and could not make 
further progress. Their splendi@ cour- 
age in the face of obstacles now re- 
cognized as insurmountable without 
long and careful artillery preparation 
laid the foundation for today's vic- 
tory. They carried forward the Brit- 
ish front line to a point within 500 
yards of the top of the hill. 

It was from this foothold on the 
upward slope that today’s attack was 
launched, During the intervening 
two years, houses of Loos what had 
not been destroyed by the’ British 
bombardment had been ground into 
dust by the German guns, 

The “Tower Bridge,” so called be- 
cause of its resemblance to that fam- 
}ous London landmark, which was part 
of the overhead machinery used in 
the screening of ecoul, had been ham- 
mered into a grotesque mass of 
twisted girders, und galvanized tron 
sheeting, wich still in ita state of 
ruin, dominated the landscape. Even 
the dead had not been spared. The 
French cemetery at Loos contained 
many fine memorial stones and a 
number of family vaults, grouped in 
the only bit of woodland in the vicin- 
ity. To prevent the trees from be- 
coming a possible shelter for our 
troops the enemy recentl¥ subjected 
the cemetery to a bombardment which 
smashed tombstones, penetrated the 
vaults and scattered the bones of the 
dead far and near. The British mili- 
sary cemetery, with the graveé of 
men of many famous English, Irish 
and other regiments that have held 
the front, was also plowed up by 
shells. 

What They Passed Through. 

It was through this thai our troops 
passed to the assembly points, The 
}commnication trenches by which 
they came bore such names as Cam- 
eron Alley, English Alley, and Black 
Watch Alley, indicating who had pass- 
LH hans way to the great assault of 

The trenches were in bad condition 
as a result of heavy rains during the 
past two weeks, and the chalk was 
wet and slippery, but the men were 
sO eager to get on with their job that 
small discomforts counted little, Tense 
as runners at the tape they waited 
the starter’s signal. It came at 4:26 
a.m. in a great burst of gunfire that 
throbbed like a mighty drum for a 
minute, and then deepened into a roar 
as of a prairie thunderstorm, when the 
sound of heavy artillery, far back of 
the line, became audible, 


Burning Ol 

The flash of guns soon was dimmed 
by a tremendous glare, made by the 
discharge of burning ofl and liquid 
fire thrown upon the railway embank- 
ment on that part of the front to the 
south of St, Laurent. As the burning 
oil descended into the enemy trenches 
our men went over and within six min- 
utes his front lines were in our hands. 

When the barrage lifted assaulting 
waves again went forward without a 
halt, leaving the mopping up of dur- 
outs and isolated parties of the enemy 
to be taken care of by supports as they 


came up. 
Fought Woll Sheltered. 


The Germans fought well tn “their 
machine gun shelters, but in the open 
they surrendered readily. From the 
region of St. Laurent, by 6:30 o'clock, 
prisoners began to pass through our 
lines to the cage. They had had 
enough of war. Some of them came 
walking, wounded; athera were 80 
seriously hit that their comrades had 
to carry them. The bulk were un- 
wounded, and all keenly desirous of 
getting beyond range of thelr own ar- 
tillery, heavily shelling the roads by 
which they had to pass to the rear. 
They were beaten men, and they 
knew it, 

The first officer who came in said 
that the aitack had been expected at 
four o'clock and the support Hine had 
been manned to meet it, He shrugged 
his shoulders as he glanced around 
at hia fagged and wounded men to 
Indicate what had been the result of 
thelr resistance, Another officer who 
spoke English said frankly that he 
was “glad to be out of the war,” and

Killed Entire Crew 

A young Heutenant of an Ontario 
battalion, after his company had 
reached its objective, found that his 
men were suffering losses from an 
enemy machine gun out in No Man's 
Land. He took a supply of bombs 
and went out alone to silence it. He 
returned in a few minutes with the 
gun on his shoulder, having killed the 
entire crew. 

Another young officer, of a practi- 
cal turn of mind, discovered that the 
enemy trench which it had been in- 
tended to use as our new first line, 
had been almost obliterated.

Fichting in southwest Moldavis ap- 
parently is lessening in intensity. In 
the mouritains the Ru-sians and Rou- 
manians have given up a height west 
of Ocna to the Austro-Germans. In 
the Putna Valley and toward the line 
of the Sereth Berlin reports Field 
Marshel von Mackensen has made 
some progress, capturing the town of 
Stracani. Three thousand prisoners, 
guns and machine guns have been 
captured by the Austro-Germans in 
the Moldavian theatre. Around Fok- 
shani there has been no fighting, but 
southeast along the Sereth the Teu- 
tons have stormed the bridgehead at 
Batlaretu. 

French Surprise Attack, 

PARIS, Aug. 15.—The war office ts- 
sued the following official statement 
tonight: 

“The artillery was active in Bel- 
gium, north of the Aisne, in Cham- 
pagne, on both banks of the Meuse 
and in the Alsace mountains. We 
carried aut a surprise attack at Four 
de Paris and brought back to our lines 
machine guns and material. The 
Germans have bombarded Reims and 
have thrown 100 howitser shells into 
Pont-a-Mousson. 

“Army of the east, Aug. 14: Our 
artillery was rather active in the re- 
gion of the Vardar and towards Bud- 
miirtsa, east of the Cerna. Enemy pa- 
trola which attempted to penetrate 
British trenches in the valley of the 
Struma were repulsed.”

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LEWIS GUN THE 
WEAPON FOR 
TRENCH WORK 


{Gunners With Hand Machino 
Weapon ‘‘Clean Out’’ Groups 
Of the Enemy. 


The British Intelligence Office re- 
cently made public an article caption- 
ed “The Lewis Gunners," in which the 
writer, the commander of a_ Lewis 
machine-gun detachement in France, 
described the tmportant part that the 
machine gunners viay in the greut 
war, The article reads: 

“Important as are the grenadiers—- 
and it was one of the causes of the 
failure at Loos dn September-Octuber, 
1915, that we wero neither so well 
supplied with bombs as the Germans 
nor #o technically proficient in their 
use-—yet the true infantry missile, the 
bullet, is far from being displaced. It 
is more important than ever, and the 
greatest efforts are made in all arm- 
jes to increase to the utmast possible 
extent the volume and control of rifle- 
calibre fire. The weapon which gives 
to the soldier the opportunity of ef- 
fecting this increase 4s the machine 
gun, in one or other of its forms. 

“Now, in this matter of machine 
guns, their tactios and thelr types, if 
not in the number of weapons em- 
ployed, the new British Army has 
undoubtedly proved itself superior to 
the Germans. Machine guns are of 
two distinct patterns—the gun that is 
fired from a fixed platforin or tripod 
and the gun that can ‘be fired from 
the shoulder and carried like a rifle. 
The German Army knows only one 
type, the first The British Army 
possesses both, and differentiates 
sharply in their use, The fixed-mount- 
ing type fe the Vickers, wnd that is the 
weapon of the companies of tte Ma- 
chine Gun Corps, The hand-wielded 
weapon 4s the Lewis gun, and that is 
the arm of a specially trained infan- 
tryman woh is, however, not neces- 
sarily a machine gunner. 

“The necessity of maintaining a for- 
mation of small groups on the modern 
battlefield, and the equally strong ne- 
cessity of keeping control of those 

groups, have made the platoon the 
tactical unit of the infantry. Each pla- 
toon is commanded by an officer, with 
four other ranks for messages, etc. 
The platoon of assault is divided into 
four sections, each containing one non- 
commissioned officer and eight other 
ranks, viz., a section of bombers, a 
section of riflemen, a section of Lewis 
gunners, In a battalion there are ten 
Lewis guns with an officer specially in 
charge. These guns are distributed 
among platoons as above indicated, 
with a variable number held in bat- 
talion reserve. Not all the platoons 
of a battalion have Lewis guns. 

“Let us follow. the work of the 
Lewis gunners in a great attack, such 
as those made recently on the western 
front. Before the zero hour when the 
‘creeping barrage’ of the artillery will 
begin to cover the arvance of the in- 
fantrymen, the Lewis gunners steal 
out into the tangled, shell-plowed de- 
solations of No Man's Land. In 
front of them is the irregular line of 
the enemy's parapet, and cunningly 
hidden mong that parapet, and per- 
haps in front of it, are the enemy's 
machine guns in emplacements pro- 
tected from direct fire, waiting to 
emit streams of bullets diagonally 
across the attack. As far as pos- 
sible those machine guns have been 
located, and the task of the Lewis gun- 
ners crawling forward in that thrilling 
night which precedes the assault is to 
knock them out at the critical mo- 
ment, Fumbling over the obstruc- 
tlons in the darkness, tearing thom- 
selves free from the clinging wire, 
throwing themselves flat among the 
unburied dead of earlier fights when 
the enemy flares soar up, they make 
their way to their appointed shell 
holes, where they will lurk until the 
supreme moment, It arrives, 

‘The monotonous rush upon rush of 
desultorily arriving shells which pitéh 
and burst in the enemy’s lines leaps 
suddenly to a whirlwind of crashing, 
riving noise. The Lewig gunners lift 
their weapon to the rim: of their shell 
hole, The arquebus-like barrel in its 
radiator casing points to the target, 
the butt is firmly pressed against the 
marksman's shoulder and hig fingers 
close upon the trigger and a rapid 
stream of bullets 5 1ammering in- 
to the hostile emplacement which is 
his objective, Other Lewis guns in 
other shell holes are sweeping the top 
of the hostile parapet so that no en- 
emy dares show his head. 

“The artillery barage lifts and shows 
again a little further on. Behind the 
Lewis guners in their shell hole is a 
murmur of voices, shouts faintly heard 
in the deafening din of bursting shelia 
The infantry is going ‘over the top.’ 
They pass at their best walking pace 
to run is impossible on this shell-soft- 
ened cround—stream toward the en- 
emy's lines, They swarm over the 
parapet amid the crackling of ma- 
chine guns and the thudding of bombs, 

“The Lewis gunners have their task 
precisely set. Their chief function ts 
to facilitate the progress of tho lead- 

ing wave, and they advance with it. 
If the general orders © e lead- 
ing wave shall press straight to a fur- 
ther objective, leaving trenches in 
rear to be cleaned up by following 
waves, then on tho flanks of those fol- 
lowing waves Lewis guns are also 
posted , They assist the mopping up 
parties in cleaning out 
the groups of the enemy who have 
concealed themselves during the first 
rush, keep down the heads of hostile 
bombers, and stalk and annihilate mae 
chine-gun posits. If a portion of the 
line frays out under the enemy's fire 
during the advance and leaves a gap, 
it is the Lewis guns from the battalion 
reserve which fill that gap. If the 
j advance is checked by an enemy 
| strong point—itote de resistance,’ as 
the Freneh call them—the fourfoll 
| Rinedions of the specialized platoon 
} come into play. The Lewis gunners 
and the rifle bumbers work round the 
flanks of the etrong point, (generally 
a trench crossroads,) and open a hur- 
ricane of fire. Under cover of this 
the bombers and the riflemen storm 
the enemy. The Lewis guns back ap 
the patrols whic hgo torward to ex- 
ploit the temporary demoralization of 
the enemy, and, while the infantry, 
which has arrived at its objective, is 
energetically consolidating the trench 
to be held, they are dotted along tha 
outpost Mne which protects that infan- 
try. The trench line ready for defense, 
they are withdrawn to ft and form a 
very valuable part of the garrison 
which will by its own fire-power have 
to check the reaction of the enemy.

of munitions; George N, Barnes, mem- 
ber of the war council; Admiral Jelli-

| whelming faith in the future, I ghould 
| have thought a politician had stolen 
the khaki of England's man of iron, 
He replied: ‘ 

“That's go big a question I should 
like it in detail.”’ 
|. "hia he said with no portentouaness, 
but with as whimsical a smile as you 
conld wish, waiting for me to speak. 

The man is characteristically Eng- 
lish. You would never think of set- 
| ting up his wooden effigy in Trafalgar 
; Square for the tin-tacts of emotional 
| patriots, 

The dark eyes under their thick 
| brows, which are as black as night, 
|tnve the flashing good humor of the 
schcolboy. There is no scowl on his 
nothing but inteMigence and 
good humor. He stands with his fect 
wide apart and firmly planted. He is 
middle-sized, thick-vet, stubborn, and 
tenacious, husky of voice, hard as 
nails, with a bright eye, a chin of iron 
and a forehead that has the’ look of 
reck, 

He has those minor flourishes of 
manner which are second nature to 
every cavalryman, but his {nstincts are 
so sound, hie soldiership is ao entirely 
intellectual, and his wit so quick and 
human and good tempered that he 
escapes the swagger as completely as 
he escapes the deportment of gravity. 
He gives you the feeling of a man who 
could never be knocked off his feet by 
a sudden blow. ° 

Organizer of British Army 

Hero is the English Moltke, the or- 
ganizer of victory, the director of five 
or six enormous campaigns, scattered 
all over the world, the man who has 
taken Kitchener's place, the man who 
fed the British Army on the historic 
retreat from Mons, the man in whom 
Britain places her supreme military 
confidence, the man who nover strikes 
an attitude, nevor indulges in rhetoric, 
nevergets into a fuss, and never asks 
to be placed anywhere near the lime- 
light, but who gets things quietly and 
thoroughly done. 

Kitcherer was tco prodigious a hero 
to be characteristically English. He 
was a legend in his lifetime, a thing 
almost unknown in English history, 
for the English like their heroes to be 
a hundred years dead. 

More nearly does this stubborn and 
goed-natured man, firm as a rock, true 
as steel\and entirely unaffected, pass- 
ing himself off as an average man, 
adniirably personate the nation. He is 
its energy, its doggedness, ita good 
humor, its Quiet confidence, and its 
common sense. Ypu say of him at first 
glance: Here is a robust, good-temper- 
ed and agreeable Englishman, and 
that would leave it. But presently you 
look harder at him and eay, here is a 
man of action, with fire ready to 
spring out of him, cautious in reflec- 
tion, audacious In act, and like a bull- 
dog he gets his way. 

His personality makes: itself felt in 


fare, 


which seems only a pretty garden full 
of charming people until you stir it up 
with a walking stick and discover it is 
a beehivé, No Englishman likes to be 
thought a hero. He resents it and 
counts any such tendency a sign of 
bad breeding.

Sir William replied: 

“You ask for a soldier's answer to 
those questions?” 
| I interrupted him to say that the world 
| would welcome the frank and honest 
statement of a soldier, because it felt that 
politicians’ opportunities to be truthful 
were somewhat’ circumscribed. “We all 
iknow,” I said, “what various statesmen 
of various nations have been saying for 
three years. What we should like to 
know 1s what ad honest soldier thinks at 
the end of three years of slaughter, What 
is the military truth of the matter?” 

“To begin with,’ sald Sir William, ‘no 
soldier can anawer that question for this 
}reason: War is a struggle of nations, A 
| soldier can speak with a certain amount 
j of defifiteness about armies, but he can- 
not speak with any definiteness at all 
| about nations. 

“Take the case of Russia. The psyghol- 
ogy of the nation, not the discipline Of its 
ariny is concerned, and so with all of us. 
In 1870 you could speak of the French 
army and. the German army. Now you 
must spenk of the French nation and the 
German nation. You have got to deul 
with the psychology of peoples. Armies 


in the field are only, a part of fate Eres 


Mendous conflict behind them. 
nerve of each separate nation which they 
represent. 
Great Test of Character. 
“Suppose we must conclude that Bo 
army of millions can be broken and 


crushed. Is the same thing to be sup- 
posed of the nation behind the army? 
Surely we see in thie tremendous con- 
test inuch more than a struggle of armed 
forces, It is a sifting of nations, a trial 
| of character, a test of racial quality. The 
workmen and workwomen pf each nation 
| are engaged im the conffict, and the 
forces in the field are only the hands of 
a vost body, in which every muscle is 
being strained and tried. 

“Suppose you cannot roll up the flanks 
of your enemy's army? Cannot you break 
his heart? Suppose you can only drive

Sup- 
pose that is all you can do, Cannot you 
destroy hia civilian confidence and _ break 
bis political will? If that is the effect of

Stockholm Conference Cannot| 
Bring Peace, But Would 
Help. 


Paris, Aug. 16.—Reasons why the 
French Socialists believe it advisable | 
to attend the Stockholm conference 
are given in a speech of Albert 
Thomas, Socialist member of the 
French war council, to his constitue 
ents on Sunday, the text of which has 
just been published. ° 

M. Thomas admitted the difficulty, 
while French and German soldiers are 
fighting each other at the front, for 
French Socialists to meet the German 
Socialists and discuss in safety con- 
ditions of peace, 

“Some of our Socialists think,” con- 
tinued M. Thomas, “that by going to 
Stockholm we hasten the hour of 
peace and could, after settling. the 
question of responsibility of war, seek 
at the conference saormulas which, in 
the uncertainty of a military solution, ; 
would bring to the people some sort ! 
of a halting peace. The Socialists 
would return to the governments, say- 
ing: ‘Here is an honorable and fitting 
peace to which all Socialists agree. 
Don’t you think it ought to be realls- 
ed?' They would argue that it wouid 
immediately save the lives of six to 
seven hundred thousand Frenchmen. 

Cannot Bring Peace 

“I hear signs of approval which 

show that some of you agree there- 


with, but with all possible sincerity 
and distinctness I tell you it is a grave 
The conference 
will not and cannot bring immediat« 

eace. To combat this baleful idea 

ve could bring all our forces to bring 
pressure to bear on our government 
but the German Socialists would be 
powerless to exercise any of their's 
and we should be dupes.” 

M, Thomas then read the decisions 
reached to attend the conference, say- 
ing they satisfied them, 

“When the Socialist party, after its 
sacrifices to the national defense dur- 
ing three years war, declares it wishes 
to go to a conference like that at 
Stockholm it has a right to full con- 
fidence,” he continued, 

As regerds the opportuneness of the 
conference, M. Thomas pointed out 
that although Premier Kerensky and 
the Russtan government had ceased 
to consider the conferone cesirable 
M. Skogeleff, Russian minister of 
labor, and the council of workmen's 
and soldiers’ delegates still thought it 
desirable. He regretted the absence 
of the English labor party and the 
Belgians and Americans, but thought 
the idea of going °% Steckholm 50 
noble that he must codtinuy to sup- 
port it, 

No Revolution Coming 

M. Thomas warned Socialists against 
expecting a revolution in Germany as 
illusion propaganda by enemies, while 
he rebuked these who are “inclined to 
despair of the military situation.” 

M. Thomas condemned some of the 
statements circulated ‘about the mill- 
tary situation which resulted in false 
hopes with regard to the Stoekholm 
conference as a conference of peace 
and compromise, giving the confer-

On Aug 16, 1191, the Saracen host- 
ages, 2,500 in nimaber, were put to 
the sword beneath the walls of Acre, 
by order of Richard, with the eanction 
of his confederates, The galls of the 
murdered infidels were converted into 
medicines, The battle of Bennington 
Was fought on August 16, 1777, Gen- 
eral Burgoyne, in his march south- 
ward through New York, had hent 
a body of troops to Bennington, Ver- 
mont, to seize provisions and stores 
collected there. They were met by a 
body of militia under General Stark 
and completely defeated. On this oc- 
casien Stark uttered the memorable 
words: “There, my boys, are your en- 
emies; you must beat them, or Molly 
Stark sleeps a widow tonight.” Other 
notable events in hitsory that occurred 
on this date were: 1784, Nathan 
Hale, Journalist, author and editor of 
the Boston Advertiser, born; 1812, De- 
troit, Mich., surrendered to the Brit- 
fsh; 1870, battle of Mars-La-Tour, in 
Franco-Prussian war, won by the 
, Germans, aftér great losses had been 
/ Sustained by both sides.

Anniversary of the First No-Hit Game. 

Tonia, Mich., was put on the map forty-one years ago today when 
the first no-hit game in the history of baseball was played in ita 
busy midst. That momentous contest was staged on Aug. 16, 1876, 
and Jim Garvin was the twirler who did the unprecedented stunt. 
The contending teams that day were the St. Louis Reds and the 
Cass Club of Detroit, and Garvin was in the box for the Mound City 
team. Just why the big city clubs picked Ionita as the scene of that 
game is a bit of information that has vanished in the mists of 
antiquity. Garvin's feat was all the more wonderful because in those 
days—it was the year of the organization of the National League— 
baseball was just beginning to develop players of skill and science, 
and big scores were still the rule, Such scores as 106 to 21, 113 
to 26, and similar figures that no one ever sees in a ball score now- 
adays, were by no means uncommon then. ‘ 

The year 1876 was remarkable for other developments in base- 
ball, besides the playing of the first no-hit game and the inaugural 
of the National League. It was during that year that Arthur Cum- 
mings originated the curve, a delivery that had been called imposs!- 
ble by many highbrows. Cummings pitched for the Broklyn Stara 
and used the underhand delivery that was universal at this period 
of the game, The honor of originating the bender has been claimed 
for Terry Larkin and Bobby Mathews, but Cummings is generally 
acknowledged as the pioneer. 

The first drop ball was probably pitched by Eddie Kent of 
the Hudson, N.Y., club in 1878, but that delivery was perfected 
by Tim Keefe of New York, who played with the Boston club, The 
latter, by the way, was the first great southpaw in the history of 
the game, and it was his p.zzling drop ball which was largely re- 
sponsible yor Boston's pennant winning race of 1883.

A most 
remarkabl® example of hustling for gate receipts was given on a 
recent Saturday when Detroit was in New York for a series of 
games with the Yankees.

They both got to 
Detroit for the Sunday game, ate their dinner on the run and clam- 
bered aboard another train, the Tigers going back to New York 
for Monday's game with the Yankees and the Wftite Sox heading 
for Philadelphia for their Monday game with the Athletics. More 
than $1,000 was spent by the managers of the teams in securing 
transportation and other expenses, but it paid them to do It,
